FRINGS FORTH = MUCH DISCUSSION, 


But Little Chance of Its Being 
Resurrected, 


BWOEPT IN THE U, §, SENATE, 


A Move Already Made There, But the 
President Is Fighting It—Other 
Capital Nows and Gossip. 


Washington, March 29.—(Special.)— 
The Bland free coinage bill seems to be 
a very decided corpse. 

The chances are that it will not make 
its appearance again in the house this 
session, though there is a bare possibility 
that the seliate may pass a free coinage 
pill and send it to the house. 

That, however, is only a possibility, in 
view of the fact that the entire power 
of the administration will be exerted to 
prevent its passage by the  repub- 
lican senate. When the bill went 
over on account of the _ fili- 
bustering tactics of the minority 
of the democratic party last Thursday 
night, it was expected that the committee 
on rules would bring in a resolution fix- 
ing a date for a vote on the bill today. 
A majority of the house is for free coin- 
age, and every one knows that a bill 
would pass on a square vote. It became 
evident that a square vote could never 
be reached without a resolution from the 
committee on rules providing for a clo- 
ture of debate. 

Speaker Crisp’s Attitude. 

Speaker Crisp, on Thursday last, said 
that as a majority of the party was for 
such a resolution he would carry out its 
will, and the committee on rules would 
so report today. The majority of the dem- 
ocrats have, however, refused to ask 
for this, and although the speaker is him- 
self an ardent free coinage man, he 
refuses to override the will of the major- 
ity, and has, therefore, refused to bring 
in such a rule. When the rule was made, 
he delivered a speech on it at the demo-

for the purpose of allowing a majority 
to rule, and not leaving it in the hands 


- of a small minority to block all legisla-

A Congressman Talks, 

M-. Washington, of Tennessee, put it 
Weli when he said today: “LE am with the 
speaker. Like him, I am a free coinaze 
mar I believe the house should pass 
this bill. ‘T'le majority of the democrais 
believe the same way, but the filibusterers 
will :ot aliow it unless the committee on 
rules brings in a gag rule. The commic- 
tee has very properly declined to do that 
unless a majority of the democrats ask for 
it. The rule was made only to be made 
use of by the majority. The majority of 
the democrats have refused to ask for it. 
They have stated that they do not want 
it. They have dene this because the dem- 
ocratic party has always taken a position 
against gag rules.

The star Speaks. 

Speaker Crisp's position was well stated by 
The Evening Star today: 

: During the speakership fight he could have 
Secured very substantial assistance by agree- 


tug, either directly or by implication, that ae 


Would exercise the power of his position to 
prevent Silver legislation. He took the ground 
that ths was a matter. to be settled by a ma- 
jority of the party in the house, and that as 
Was a carcidate for speaker, and that as 
Speaker he would be 2 servant of the house 
$nd not its master. 

He doubtless felt, as a great many other 
Silver dem:irats fel. that it would be te 
the interest of ‘the party could the danger 
of a discussion and divisionon tris question 
be averted; but be @id@ not feel that he was 
Warranted ir. exercising the power which the 
house had placed in his hands to overthrow 
the will of those who had selected him.

and in former congresses he had voted for 
free coinage. When it came to be his duty 
to appoint x committee on coinage, weights 
and measures, he made the selection accord- 
ing to what then appeared to be the dispo- 
sition of the house, and placed at the head of 
the committee the strongest pro-silver man 
in the body, giving him as his associates a 
majority who were favorable to silver. He 
might have constructed the committee other- 
wise, and he might have so constituted it as 
to make it impossible to get a report from the 
committee, but this would have been arbi- 
trary, and in conflict with the sentiment of 
the house, and, mereover, would not have 
been cffective. in preventing silver legisla- 
tion, as it would only have irritated and 
excited the silver men, and resulted first in a 
wide reach in the party, a destraction of the 
organization in the house, and finally in the 
overthrow of all authority by a then very de- 
cided silver majority. 

When the time came that there was a gen- 
eral demand for the hearing on the silver 
question, when both sides had been discuss- 
ing it with more or less earnestness and vio- 
lence, a demand was made for an assignment 
of tine when the gustion might be brought 
squarely before the house, and tke strength 
of the respective factions tested. As speaker 
he threw no obstacles in the way of 
this, and as member of the commitice on 
rules he voted with other members to report 
a resolution giving the time. This was in 
response to a petition signed by a large nutm- 
ber of democrats, esking that the time ve 
set for the consideration of the Bland silve~ 
bill. The jiesolutio:, being reported, wa. 
adopted by a very large majority in the 
house, fully two-thirds. During the contest 
growing out of the consideration ofthis 
measure, he was certainly not unfair to the 
silver men. 

Gave Them All Advantage. 

Those who are familiar with the usage of 
the house and with the present «ules, fully 
understanding wherein they 4i'Ter from the 
former rules of the house, and those who are 
not unfriendly to the speaker bel'eve that his 
rulings were fair and impartial. The only 
criticism that they were subjected to came 
froma the most radical anti-silver men, some 
of whom charged that his rulings were arbi- 
trary and influenced by his devotion _to_the 
cause of free coinage. There can be no ais 
puting the fact that he gave th> free-coinage 
men every advantage which was permissible 
under the rules. When it came to a vote, 
and the free-coinage men 1 were beaten by one, 
fe cast his vote with them, thus making a 
tie, which prevented the tabling o* the Dill. 
Thus. he not only gave the free-coinage men 
a perfectly fair show in the exercise of his 
dut- as speaker, but, as an individual member 
of the house, he gave them the b:nefit of his 
vote and personal support. 

Still In the Field. 

While Mr. Bland has given up the fight 
Colonel Livingston, of Georgia, and Mr. 
Pierce, of Tennessee, have not. They are 
still going around wite a petition for the 
democrats to sign, callmg on the committee 
on rules for a cloture rule. They want 
free coinage above all things. But they 
have not yet secured the signatures of a 
majority of the democrats. Indeed a ma- 
jority have refused te siga, but Colonel 
Livingston and Mr. Pierce have not given 
up hope yet. They are arguing and at- 
tempting to persuade. It is barely pos- 
sible they might get sufficient signatures, 
but not at all prob.ble. They hope, how- 
ever, that the senate will pass a bill. In 


-that event it-cam again be gotten before the 


house. Senator Colquitt thinks the senate 

will do this, but other senators, who have 

studied the situation, say the president's 

influence will prevent it. The prediction 

that free coinage is dead, so far as this ses- 

sion is concerned, may be made with safety. 
Will Be Senator Mills Today. 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, sent his resignation 
to the speaker this morning. He will he 
sworn into his new office of United States 
senator tomorrow morning. Tomorrow is 
the Texan’s birthday. He will be sixty 
years old. That fact caused him to select 
tomorrow as the day to be sworn into the 
senate. It was expected that Mr. Mills 
would deliver a tariff speech, as his fare- 
well address to the house, but he will now 
reserve that for his maiden speech in the 
senate. It will, perhaps, attract great atten- 
tion, as he will probably criticise the demo- 
crats for handling the tariff question by 
separate bills instead of in one general 
measure.

United States Senate Chamber, Washing- 
ton, Mareh 25.—Mr. E._ Ellery Anderson, 
Chairman Committee on Tariff Reform, Re- 
form Club, New York. Dear Sir: [| have re- 
ceived your circular letter of March 2ist. 
asking my subscription to aid you in your po- 
litical work. 

The cause of a tariff for revenue only has 
not. and never did have, @ more earnest sup- 
porter than myself, and so far as your club 
auneres to that reform I am in hearty sym- 
pathy with you. i 

But 1 am unable to see the wisdom of your 
policy in attacking the democratic organiza- 
tion of your state and in 
democrats in that state. 

Nor ean Ll agree with you in your comment 
upon the course of the ‘“‘democratic advocates 
of the free coinage of silver in the house. 

Those democrats in congress whom you 
stvle the “free silver fanatics at Washing- 
ton’ represented, by their votes, yesterday, 
fifteen democratic states, an overwhelminz 
majority of the democrats, as well as of all 
tne people of those states, and a decided 
majority of the democrats 
States. 

It is not. therefore, very clear to me why 
the Reform Club should assume to pronounce 
sich severe judgment upon these democrats 
who are not only bimetallists of the Jeffer- 
sonian stamp. but who themselves comprise 
a large majority of the tariff reformers of 
the country.

THE RECEIVERS HAVE ORGANIZED. 


General Alexander Remains on the 
Board—Dan Rountree’s Big 


| Fee. 


Once more the Central railroad is on 
stable ground. 

The situation has cleared up, and confi- 
dence in it again prevails. 

Judge Pardee’s action, in restoring the 
property to its directors, meets with public 
approval. 

Hugh M. Connor, the new president of 
the company, is one of Georgia’s ablest 
business men. He was a director of the 
Central several years prior to 1887, and he 
served on the board again in 1889 or 1890. 
The policy of himself and associates will be 
to make the Central an aggressive, inde- 
pendent system. Mr. Connor is thoroughly 
acceptable to the minority. 

Judge Pardee’s decree was signed about 
Monday midnight, The representatives ‘of 
the various interests held a long conference 
Monday afternoon and night, at Macon, 
and finally agreed upon an outline; which 
they submitted to Judge Pardee and Judge 
Speer. 

The New York creditors wanted Mr. 
Connor for president... They said that they 
had absolute faith in General Alexanders 
ability, fairness and honesty, but there 
were good reasons for conciliating the 
minority and working in absolute harmony. 
So General Alexander retired from the 
presidency. 

The judges named him first in the list of 
receivers, who -are: I. P. Alexander, 
Joseph Hull, E. P. Howell, James Swann, 
J. KX. Garnett, A. Vetsburg, Charles H. 
Phinizy, H. T. Inman, George W. Mills, 
Henry R. Jackson and N. B. Harrold. 


These receivers selected Mr. Conner as 


president. 

General 
Mahen, members of the Central directory, 
had never qualified by purchasing twenty 
shares of stock, and they were omitted 
from the list of receivers. General Sorrell 
is a Savannahian, and the general manager 
of the Ocean Steamship Company. Mr. 
Mahen is a New Yorker, and a member of 
the Richmond Terminal board. 

Mr. Swann’s refusal to serve on the 
Terminal board made him acceptable to the 
creditors and to the court a 

An election Was ordered by the court for 
May 16th, and the Richmond Terminai’s 
block of 42,000 shares of Central stock 
was enjoined from voting. It was reported 
yesterday that the Central’s board may be 
so reorganized within itself before that 
time that an election will be unnecessary. 
resident Conner will calk a meeting of the 
directors at an early date, and several 
resignations may be handed in. The court 
gavg the receivers power to fill vacancies im 
their own body, and, when resignations are 
tendered, they will be filled by representa- 
-tives of the creditors and minority stock- 
holders. Who will go off, or who will be 
put on, is uncertain now, but changes are 
predicted. ‘he receivers have expressed u 
desire to reorganize in such a way that the 
minority will be perfectly satisfied. 

Atlanta has two members of the receiver- 
ship board, Mr. Hugh T. Inman and Cap- 
tain Kk. FP. Howell. 

Augusta has one, Colonel, C. H. Phinizy, 
president of the Georgia Railroad band. 

Americus is represented by Colonel 
Ariah B. Harrold, a banker. 

Savannah’s members are: General E. F. 
Alexander, president of the Central since 
January, 1887; Joseph Hull, a manufac- 
turer of fertilizers, and a very successful 
business man. He was a partner of the 
late John Hammond, formerly president of 
the Merchants’ National bank, of Savan- 
nah. President Conner. and Mr. Hull are 
now partners in the manufacture of ferti- 
lizers, 

J. JX. Garnett is a prominent cotton mer- 
chant, his firm and --r. Conner’s being the 
two largest cotton houses at the port. Mr. 
(Garnett has been on the Ceutral’s board 
for several years. 

A. Vesburg is a wealthy wholesale dry 
goods merchant. He has been a valuable 
member of the company’s directory since 
1887, and has stoutly opposed everything 
that looked like unfair treatment of the 
Central by the Danville. 

George J. Mills is interested in rice 
planting amd milling, and himself and 
family have large holdings of Central 
stock. 

General Henry R. Jackson has a national 

reputation. He -was minister to Mexico, 
under President Cleveland. General Jack- 
son is said to be the largest individual 
owner of Central securities. 
James Swann, of Inman, Swann & Co., 
is the only New Yorker among the re 
ceivers, and he was formerly a resident of 
Georgia. 

President Conner is identified with Savan- 
nah in general investments. He is _ presi- 
dent of the South-Bound railroad, which 
was opened ago from Savannah to Colum- 
bia, S. C. The line is 142 miles long. Mr. 
Conner was one of the most active spirits 
in building that line, and, perlaps more 
than anybody else, managed its finances, 
and at a time when the leading financiers 


As mentioned above, he is a cotton 


profitable cotton factorage business in 
Savannah. His city is indebted to his 
spirit and energy for the — six-hundred- 
thousand-dollar DeSoto hotel. Although 
the project had been talked of for thirty 
vears, nothing ever come of it until Mr. 
Conner took hold and pushed it through. 
He was on Captain Raoul’s board of 
directors when the Calhoun-Hollins-Alex. 
ander sysdicate secured the control. Mr, 
Conner is a close, personal friend of Cap- 


tain Raoul’s, and the captain was his first: 


choice for permanent receiver. 
Judge Pardee in the City. 


Judge Pardu and the lawyers, railroad 
men and business men, who were down at 
Macon during the hearing of the receiver- 
ship case, returned yesterday morning. The 
judge received many expressions of approval 
upon his action Im appointing the Georgia 
directors of the Central its receivers. All 
of those who were ik Macon and heard the 
case speak of him in the highest terms as a 
judge of great ergy | and lanpartiality, 
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ing, and terse and forcible in delivering his 
opinions. 

Captain W. G. Raoul, president of the 
Mexican National Railway Company and 
ex-president of the Central, was at the Kim- 
ball yesterday. Ie is gratified at Mr. 

omer’s selection as president and .stated 
that hé fully approved the appointment 
of the gentlemen named as receivers. 

“Undoubtedly the Central can. be made a 
paying property as an independent system,” 
Captain Raoul stated emphatically. 

_ Mr . James Swann said that Mr. Comer 
is an excellent selection for president. “T 
have known him for several years and he 
is a strong business man. He will give the 
Central an economical administration. The 
company may. have to pass some dividends 
but it will come out after ayvhile on a solid 
financial basis and its securities will stand 
all right.” 

Mr. Rountree’s Victory. 

The most placid smile in the city yester- 
day was Mr. Dan Rountree’s. He was 
congratulated all day upon the result of his 
move to wrest the Central from the Ter- 
minal. 

A favorite theme of ‘go was the size 
of the fees which Messrs, untree, Perry 
and Bacon will get. It is usual for a cou-t 
to be liberal in compensating lawyers who 
bring a great property imto court and pre- 
serve it from wreck. 'The estimates of 
Mr. Rountree’s fee te be allowed by the 
court ranged from $10,000 to $100,0vuv. 
There were plnty of lawyers who looked 
as though they wished they had as fat a 
fee in prospect as Dan Rountree’s will be. 
“I am perfectly content with the decis- 
ion of the court,” he said. “It could net 
have made a better disposition of the case. 
My victory is signal and complete. I never 
won one that was more signal. My bill 
had three purposes. One was to break the 
Central’s lease to the Georgia Pacific. 
That is accomplished. The second was to 
enjoin the 42,200 shares of Central stock 
held by the Terminal from voting. The re- 
straining order was granted. My third pur- 
pose was to keep the Central’s properties 
in the control of the court until a reorgan- 
ization could be effected by the minority 
stockholders. That point is favored, too. 
I favored Mr. Comer’s selection for _presi- 
dent. No choice more acceptable to the mi- 
nority could have been made. The Cen- 
tral will be reorganized and when it is 
turned over by the court to the stockhol- 
ders it will be in the best financial shape 
possible under the circumstances. 

Mr. Rountree said that Mr. Beeman and 
Mr. Davies, the New York attorneys rep- 
resenting the creditors there, believe that 
the Central has a good future. Messrs. 
Rountree, Beeman and Davies had about 
the same ideas when they came to formu- 
lating the outline of a decree that would 
satisfy the interests they represented. 

The reason Mr. Rountree did not get due 
eredit for his part in the happy ending of 
the case was that the first reports sent out 
from Macon were incomplete. The decree 
of the court put quite another light on the 
matter. 

Getting Ready to Move. 

Captain MeBee, the Central's general 
superintendent, spent yesterda y in Atlantz. 
He had a conference with Genera: Manager 
Green, of the Richmond and Danville, in 
reference to separating the two systems. 
There will be no trouble. Everythiag will 
probably date from April 1st. | 

Captain McBee is supposed to be the 
coming general manager of the Central. He 
is popular with his men and with the re- 
ceivers, and he has the advantage of being 
in. But what will be dope as the reorgani- 
gation progresses would gle a prophet of 
old. : 
Captain McBee returned to Savannah 
last night. 

At the Kiser building all the Central's 
old force were busy preparing to move back 
to Savannah. Desks and chairs were 
moved out and are rezdy to be — shipped 
away. A few of the men may be able to 
get away this week, but many of thei will 
remain until April 15th because the March 
reports will not be made out before that 
date. : 

Mr. Milo Freeman, the Central's ex-audi- 
tor. is back in that position and he is ina 
happy state of mind. A number of the 
Central's officials, who were dropped by the 
Danville, are rejoicing am the prospects of 
retting their places back. 

: It is es es that Mr. Sam Hardwick 
will be asked to look after the passenger 
trafic. It is a question though, whether 
the Richmond and Danville will let him go. 

The Central has to organize a purchasing 
agent's office and some ather places which 
were merged with the Danville. 

Gossip had it yesterday that Denmark, 
Adams & Adams. of Savannah, will be the 
Central’s general® counsel. For years 
General A. R. Lawton was the company’s 
genernl counsel until the appointment of 
Pat Calhoun. Judge Pratt Adams was at 
the receivership hearing as counsel for the 
Southwestern. He is one of the most 
brilliant lawyers in the south and his firm 
is a very strong one. Mr. Denmark, one of 
the firm is vice president of the South 
Bound of which Mr. Comer is president. 

Major Dan Speer, View. 


Major Dan Speer, who was at Macoa 
during the hearing, was asked yesterdaj 
what ne thought of the result of the case. 
Major Speer said: 

“{t gives me pleasure to state that I was 
present in the United States court 
throughout the recent trial in Macon, and 
I heard many things to interest and in- 
struct me. I attended this trial solely b>- 
cause every bank in the city of Atlanta 
and some twenty bank officers from other 
parts of the state, and fifty Atlanta 
wholesale houses had in petitions requeste:!

yond measure. To have appointed § anv 
man receiver would have been a mistake 
irreparable. It has been demonstrated to 
my satisfaction, that the Central Railroad 
aud Banking Company is solvent beyond 
question, that all it needs is the friendiy 
co-operation of the citizens of this state, 
and I here predict that under the wise, 
honest, energetic and economical admin- 
istration of Mr. M. Comer, president, 
and of Mr. V. E. McBee, general supern- 
tendent, the prompt restoration of public 
confidence will follow. They will be ena- 
bled by passing dividends, for ay two 
years, to restore this great property to the 
owners unimpaired, dividend paying, ard 
at full value. I had a long, full and in- 
teresting interview with Mr. MeBee, gen- 
eral superintendent, on yesterday. He nas 
great confidence in the property and by 
his representations and statements of pur- 
pose, greatly strengthened my confidence 
in the future of the Central railroad. Telt 
our people that their Central railroad stock 
represents valuable property.”

Savannah, Ga., March 29.—(Special.)— 
The directors, or temporary receivers, of 
the Central railroad went into session this 
morning. 

Mr. H. M. Comer, the 


newly elected 


president, was present, and was duly m- 


stalled in his office. 

The meeting was a long one, and the dis- 
cussions were of a most important nature. 
The board of receivers was organized, and 
Mr. H. M. Comer was. unanimonsly elect- 


-ed chairman. In this capacity, rather than 
‘as a board of directors, the directors will 
hereafter act. Each man this morning took 


the oath as receiver. 

It was decided to endeavor, if possible, 
to continue the present control until next 
January, and the court will be asked to 
order deferring the election until 


that time. It is generally felt that nothing 
is to be gained by having an election in 
May. The directors feel very much grati- 
fied at the renewal of public confidence ia 
the company. They will bend every enerzy 
toward extricating it from the predicament 
in which it has been placed through a 
laudable desire to benefit the stockholders. 
No one questions the fact that General 
Alexander was working in everything he 
did for what not only he, but a host of 
others, considered the best thing possible 
for the property, and they resent some of 
the mean insinuations that have of late 
been heard. 

“General Alexander is a good, pure 
man,” said a director, “and has at alj times 
felt the deepest pride in the Central. He 
has worked steadily to advance its inter- 
ests. When the lease was consummated 
we all thought it was a grand thing and 
the stockholders and the general public 
seemed delighted beyond measure. It was 
not General Alexander’s fault or the fault 
of any or all of the directors, that w2 
were deceived by a set of men lost to the 
proper sense of honor, who apparently do 
not realize what good faith is—men whe 
having operated the road during its best 
months under the lease sought for by them. 
prove their true character by then throwing 
it overboard. Georgia will not forget thera 
and the entire country should know them in 
their true light and taboo and ostracise 
them as men whose:-bond and word are 
both alike not to be relied on; as men who 
will sacrifice true honor from mercenary 
motives. They have impaired the Central 
and we cannot deny that. But it remains 
to be seen in the long run whether such 
contemptible conduct will not work them: 
selves more injury than it has done to us.” 

Mr. Comer, it is stated, was the choice 
of the creditors of the company—men 
of vast means in New York who are not in 
any way allied with the wrecking interests 
of Wall street. He will probably be 
placed before ihe stockholders, together 
with all of the present board of directors, 
at the next election. 

Two New Receivers. 


President Comer was not appointed one 
of the temporary receivers by Judges Par- 
dee and Speer yesterday. A. R. Lawton, 
Jr., remained over in Macon today to get 
/ supplementary order to that effect, and 
was successful. Mr. Frederick Cromwell, 
the other director elected last night, has 
also been added to the list of receivers. 
This mornipvg, in an interview, General 
Alexander ssid that, although he resigned 
the presidency of the Ccntral last night, he 
still remained president of the Ocean 
Steamship Company, the Savannah end 
New England Steamship Company and the 
Port Royal and Augusta, the Port Royal 
and Western Carclina and the Montgomery 
and Eufaula railroads. 

“It is customary,” said he, “for the presi- 
dent of the Central railroad to fill the 
presidency of these other companies, too, as 
being ‘more satisfactory in their manage- 
ment. I presume that such will continue to 
be the case. I will leave that matter en- 
tirely in the hands of the directors.” 

Everywhere in the city there is a brighter 
and more hopeful fecling today. It is not 
confined to stockhoiders. or to any other 
class of people. it.embraces everybody. 
As a result of this the value of all Central 
securities has already advanced from $0 to 
$10 a share, and there is little disposition to 
sell. 

Yesterday’s decision by the court was a 
great victory for Savannah. It brings 
back the offices that were taken away from 
here and will put discharged mechanics 
back into their former pesitions,

A contract for 70,000 brick was awarded to 
the Collins Brick Company, of this city, on 
Monday last. 

The contract for roofing the roundhouse was 
awarded to the H. W. Johns Manufacturing 
Company, of this city. This will cost $1,700. 

A contract for guttering and down spouts 
was awarded to Hunnicutt & Bellingrath 
Company, amounting to $311. 

When these and other improvements in 
contemplation are completed, the shops of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad will be equal in 
point of efficiency to any in the city.

NUNNALLY IS FREE, 


On Motion of the State’s Attorney, 
Who Acknowledged 


THAT THE STATE HAD NO CAS. 


The Tragic Death of Dr. and Mrs. 
Barrett 


UP IN SPALDING SUPERIOR COURT. 


The Evidence Against Will Nunnally 
Turns Out to Be Entirely 
W orthiless. 


Griffin, Ga. March 29.—(Special.)}—The 
now celebrated case of W. W. Nunnally, 
charged with the murder of his grand- 
parents, Dr. and Mrs. J. H. M. Barrett, 
on January 8d, was begun here today. 

Mr. Nunnally was formally cited at 
9 o’clock when the indictment was read 
and to which he pleaded “not guilty.” 

On the indictment as attorneys for the 
state appears the names of Solicitor Gen- 
eral Emmett Womack and Colonel F. D. 
Dismuke. For the defendant are Messrs. 
Stewart & Daniel, Hall & Hammond. 

After the call of the witnesses the state 
announced ready, and when the list for 
the defendant was completed, they did 
likewise. Up to this time no motion for 
delay had occurred, but at this point the 
state was apprised that Tom Westmore- 
land, who had answered when his name 
was called was not the Tom they wanted, 
and they moved for a continuance, alleg- 
ing that he was the second material wit- 
ness in the case. In support of their 
motion Sheriff Patrick was placed on the 
stand, and stated that Tom Westmore- 
land’s testimony would be that he was 
at Jerry Holt’s on the Sunday of the 
killing, and heard a conversation in 
regard to it, and that he followed Jerry 
Holt to Dr. Barrett's house, and saw 
him and Will Nunnally.do the deed. 
On cross examinftion the sheriff swore, 
as did several others, that the boy was 
a notorious liar, and they would not 
believe him on oath unless his testimony 
was corroborated. 

The Jury Secured. 

Judge Boynton overruled the motion 
and the case proceeded. 

In about an hour Officer George John- 
son brought the right Tom Westmoreland 
into court. 

At 10:40 o’cloek the first juror was 
chosen being the second name of the 
regular panel called. Before the remain- 
ing eleven -werg secured, however, Ssev- 
enty-three of Spalding’s citizens wére 
put on their “void dire.’”’ Of this number 
the defendant struck sixteen, the state 
nine, while twenty-two went off for 
cause, and two were opposed to capital 
punishmené. 

The jury complete is as follows: S.S. 
Crocker, fruit farmer, A. F. Gossett, far- 
mer, S. A. Putman, lumberman, S.A. 
Bennet, farmer, J. R. Evans, farmer, 
W. T. Coppage, farmer, A. W. Blake, 
capitalist, J. W. Shivers, farmer, W. S. 
Colbert, farmer, L. W. Goddard, mer- 
chant, J. L. Maxwell, harness maker, 
and W. S. Hoyle, farmer. 

The jury was much more easily obtain- 
ed than it was supposed it would be, 
and was completed at fifteen minutes 
to 1 o'clock. 

Mr. Nunnally showed great interest in 
each face as it was put upon him. After 
the jury had been completed, a recess 
was taken until 2:15 o’clock. At the after- 
noon session, on taking the stand, Judge 
Boynton recognized the compliment of 
a fragrant bouquet, with a very broad 
smile, and then stated that as other par- 
ties were likely to be tried on this same 
charge, all parties summoned as jurors 
should go out of the courthouse and 
stay out during the trial. 


Sam Kendall Breaks Away. 

Sixty-seven names as witnesses were 
called for both sides, the first of whom 
placed on the stand was Sam Kendall, 
the negro who has told so many tales of 
his whereabouts on the fatal Sunday 
night. He knew nothing of the killing, 
and all he had told as to his knowledge 
of it in the past was not true. By this he 
goes back on his confession to various 
parties at different times, including offi- 
cers, lawyers and newspaper reporters. 
He said that the confession was obtained 
by his being made drunk.

We are told; with something of a hur- 
rah, that the defeat of the free coinage 
bill is a substantial victory for Mr. Cleve- 
land, Certainly this seems to be one of 
the results; but what about the party 
at large? A victory for Mr. Cleveland is

The pith and marrow of his argument 
will serve capitally for those democrats 
who are preparing to go into the third 
party. “Partisanship,” says Mr. Coudert, 
in his large way, “has its limitations. 
Men enter political organizations 
they enter into society: they abandon 
certain rights for the benefit which the 
organized condition is supposed to afford. 
If the benefits are withdrawn, what 
becomes of the duty of submission?” 

This is crude enough, the Lord knows, 
but if it passes muster with such a high 
and mighty man as Mr. Coudert, what 
is to hinder the third party man from 
drawing consolation therefrom? 

The truth of the business is, the Cleve- 
land faction has done all in its powe? to 
discredit the party organization in New 
York, and it has joined with Wall street 
and the republicans to defeat the free 
coinage bill in the house. This is the aid 
and sympathy it has given the democ- 
racy and these are the reasons it gives 
why the democratic farmers’ should 
remain in the party.

Secretary Rusk, of the department of 
agriculture, takes a hopeful view of the 
southern agricultural outlook. 

The secretary says that the south will 
eventually contain as fine farms as any 
part of the country. It has a large area of 
fertile lands, and the worn-out lands 
will be reclaimed’ by proper cultivation. 
Diversified crops will be a necessity fore- 
ed by the demands of consumers and the 
low price of cotton. 

This will in future keep at home the 
money now sent to distant sections for 
products which should be grown south. 

The sheep, horse, beef-raising and 
dairy industries are bound to flourish 
in the course of time. 

The village system of farming finds 
scant favor in the eyes of Mr. Rusk. He 
does not think that it will be suecess- 
fully tried here. Our farms will be reduc- 
ed in size, and the application of elec- 
tricity to locomotion and all means of 
communication will bring the country 
farm-houses close together and in 
touch with cities and markets. 
The day will come when 
every farmer can :talk over the 
telephone to his neighbors, and communi- 
cate with the next town without leaving 
his house. ) 

As the secretary well says, the only 
hope of the farmer will be in his brains. 
He says: 

The sharp comp2titions ketween sections 
and countries which will be induced by in- 
creased facilities for trauspurtation will stir 
the agriculturist up to his best efforts. His 
cherces for fortune mak‘ng will be great, 
buz he will have to be prepared to fight the 
battle of competition for them. He must be 
sufficiently well educated in science as far as 
it is applicable to agriculture, and he must be 
intelligent enough to study his surroundings 
and to apply his knowledge to the conditions 
about him. He will be able to meet his fel- 
low citizens on an equal footing, and his 
brains will command from his class in the in- 
dustry which he represents the respect and 
consideration which he deserves, and he will 
give other classes and other industries due 
respect in return.’ The farmer of the future 
will be a business man able not only to com- 
pel his soil to do its best In the matter of 
production but to study the markets and know 
what will sell the best and what will com- 
mand the highest price. This farmer wil] 
keep his accounts like any other business 
man so that he may know exactly where his 
profits are and where have been his losses. 
These are strong qualifications but they are 
essential to the farmer who would do his busi- 
ness on a broad plan and who would succeed. 
As to the question of his education, when you 
consider that he must have a inowledge of 
all the principles of animal and plant life ; 
that he must understand the constituent ele- 
ments of soils and fertilizers, and that he 
must have some knowledge of meteorology 
chemistry and the other sciences closely con- 


nected with crop raising, you will see that the |

ideal farmer of the future will have to be not 
onl; a brainy but a well-educated man,

Colonel Lake seems to find the vrominent 
southerners who go to New York and their 
views are given in The Press,’ which, by 
the way is the strongest kind of a republican 
paper In his gossip in last Sunday’s Press, 
he has this to say about another Atlanta 
man: 

“One of Atlanta’s prominent citizens and a 
feading. lawyer of the south is Judge Henry G. 
Tompkins, who is in New Yory at the present 
time on railroad and legal business. Judge 
Tompkins is a democrat, but not sufficiently 
hidebound to keep him from criticising the 
action of his party or its leaders when it is 
contrary to his judgment. In talking with me 
yesterady he said among other things: ‘The 
condition of things in the south just at this 
moment is not as roseate and prosperous as 
we would like to have it. We have been over- 
doing things down there. We have built too 
many railroads, and one of the main lines of 
the south has gone into the hands of a re- 
ceiver, while a big consolidated railroad cor- 
poration is getting into such trouble with its 
affairs that its stock has recently gone down 
in value as quoted on the market. We have 
raised so much cotton that it is a drug on the 
market and the price at which it can be sold 
is lower than we have ever known. Compe- 
tition in the manufacture of iron has put the 
price oy the southern product down to a point 
where there is talk of the consolidation of 
companies so as to curtail expenses and have 
a better chance of making money. These 
things are, of course, only incidental and 
temporary. They affect the south now just as 
they have affected other sections of the 
country at different times after a long pro- 
gressive period had stimulated and inflated 
business operations. So far as_ politics is 
concerned the south is still solidly democratic. 
The southern’ representatives is congress 
seem to be overdoing themselves in politics 
just us the south is overdoing itself in rail 
roads, cotton and iron.’ 4 


The idea for a unique monument for the lone 
grave in Alatoona Pass is suggested by Ma- 
jor McCollum, superintendent of the Wes- 
tern and Atlantic.

Scme marble quarries would gladly donate 
the shafts, the railroads would transport 
them, the Western and Atlantic would have 
them erected. Perhaps $500 would be. re- 
quired in money. Major McCollum says that 
coulc be readily raised. The Western and At- 
lantic’s men would get that. 

The suggestion is a good one. Such a monu- 
ment would be a fitting tril ute.

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TWO-CENT FARE. 


The Traveling Men’s Case Before the 
Railroad Commission. 


ARGUMENT FOR COMMUTERS’ RATES. 


Some Important Testimony Introduced 
at Yesterday’s Hearing of the 
Two-Cent Fare Case. 


Th fight ir behalf of the traveling men’s 
association for a two-cent rate on thou- 
sand-mile tickets, headed by Mr. C. L 
Branan, is tnder way, and tbe hearing of 
evidence in this case occupied the commis- 
sion for two hours yesterday afternoon. 

Messrs. Kontz & Conyers’ represent 
the travelr.;; men’s association, and Mr. 

drnest Kontz is conducting the examina- 
tior. of witnesses. Mr. Pope Barrow aid 
Mr. Albert Howell, Jr., represent the rail- 
roads, and were present with a number of 
gentlemen representing the passenger de- 
partments ot the various lines. Among 
the railroad men were Mr. James Ll. Tay- 
lor, of the Richmond and Danville: Mr. 
B. W. Wrenn, of the East Tennessee; Mr. 
©. KE. Harman, of the Western and Atlan- 
tic; Mr. Joseph M. Brown, Mr. Charles 
N. Ikight, or the East Tenness.e; Colonel 
ki. RK. Dorsey. of the Georgia railroad, and 
Colonel Mercer Slaughter, of the Southern 
Passenger Association. 

The plan of the traveling men seems to 
be to institute a comparison between the 
present rate of 21-2 cents on thousand- 
mile tickets and the rates on through busi- 
ness, commutation -tickets and mileage- 
book rates in other states. 

Colonel Merce: Slaughter was introduced 
to show the workings of the Soutbern Pas- 
senger Association, and Mr. Joseph M. 
Brown was examined on the effect of the 
low rates, 21-4 to 21-2 cents, vhich he 
inaugurated oa the Western and Atlantic 
railroad. His testimopy was that the ef- 
fect of the low rates was to reduce the 
passenger revenue the first year snd to in- 
crease it th second and third years. He 
also testified that the one-fare, round-trip 
rate put on during the exposition resulted 
in more revenue for that month than for 
any other month in the year. 

Coionel Albert Howell, the union ticket 
agent at Atlanta, testified that the sale of 
thousand-mile tickets for all roads at his 
ottice averages from one to three a day. 
He also said that two-thousand-mile tick- 
ets were formerly sold for a by the Rich- 
mond and Danville, the Central and the 
Kast Tenne see railroads, and that their 
books were taken off because scalpers got 
hold of them. | 

Mr. B. VW Wrenn, general passenger 
agent of the Kast ‘Tennessee railroad, and 
Mr. C. N. 1 ight, assistant general passen- 
ger agent of that line, were questioned 
ubuut thonsand-mile tickecs, thircugh pas- 
sengec rutes and the rates on commuters 
tickets. Mr. Kight testified that the rate 
on. commutation tickets between Atlanta 
and Austell is a fraction less than one fare 
for the round trip, and that very few were 
sold. Mr. Wrenn testified that the 
through rate from Chicago to Jacksonville 
was something over two and a half cents a 
mile, 

Mr. Kontz introduced documentary evi- 
dence to show that the rate on quarterly 
commutation tickets between Atlanta and 
Conyers is $26.40. which, for 5,022 miles 
of travel, is about half a cent a mile. They 
propose to show also that in other south- 
ern states the rate on thousand-mile tick- 
ets is 2 cents. 

The contest for the rates will — he 
vigorous, and the sessions of the railroad 
commission during the hearing of this case 
will be largely attcnded. 

There Was No Bulldozing. 

During the examination of Mr. B. W. 
Wrenn he was asked by Mr. Kontz 
whether the Southern Passenger Associa- 
tion had not had the effect of bulldozing 
railroads into its will. He replied that he 
did not think any railroad was ever bull- 
dozed by the Southern Passenger Associa- 
tion, and that some such association was 
absolutely necessary in order that compet- 
ing lines might get together and agree 
upon rates. 

At a few minutes after 5 o'clock the 
commission adjourned till 10 o'clock this 
morning. 

Not Fighting Commuters’ Rates. 

Mr. C. I. Branan said yesterday even- 
ing, after the adjournment of the com- 
mission, that he hoped no one would think 
the traveting men were making a fight on 
commuters’ tickets. 

“The traveling men are glad that these 
liberal rates have been put on,” said he, 
“for it is a great accommodation to the 
citizens of towns like Conyers to travel at 
one-half or five-eighths of a cent a mile. 
Where they travel every day back and 
forth, we think the business will pay the 
roads, especially as it develops the towns 
along their lines, and the increase of popu- 
lation inereases the general freight and 
passenger business. But we do claim that 
where the people of such a tewnh enjov the 
privilege of ‘raveling 5,000 miles for 
%9°6.40. we ought to be allowed to travel 
the same distances for $100, or 1,000 miles 
for $20. This is done in other southern 
states where circumstances are no more fa- 
vorable, and we see no reason why it 
should not be done here. Colongl Albert 
Howell testified that the railroads for- 
merly sold two-thousand-mile tickets at 
$40, and the reason for their withdrawal 
was that the scalpers got hold of them, 
I wish to say in behalf of the traveling 
men's association that it favors the use of 
such books, and will protect the railroads 
from the abnse of the tickets. To this 
end we are willing to accept conditioas 
sugzested by the railroads and accepted by 
the commission.”

GENERAL LEWIS BACK. 


He Talks About the Meeting of Postmasters 
and AboutSome Changes. 
Postmaster Lewis has just returned from 
the meeting of postmasters held in Wash- 
ington. 


General Lewis took a prominent part in 


the meetings - which were devoted to the 
diseussions of. different features calculated 
to benefit the service, and the Atlanta ser- 
vice will doubtless be improved in many 
respects. General Lewis was seen yesterday 
by a Constitution reporter, and was asked 
concerning the benefit to the postal service 
to result from the late conference. 

“The immediate benefit,’’ he replied, “is 
the improvement in the exchange of valu- 
able information as to matters of transact- 
ing postal business of every kind, and so 
communicating to all a knowledge of the 
best methods as determined by the experi- 
ence of thuse most expert in every depart- 
ment.: Every postmaster returned to his 
work with valuable ideas obtained from the 
Others by persoual intercourse and the in- 
leresung dIsCUSSIUL Lhal tugk piace, the re- 
sult of which will be shown in the more 
prolmpt and correct haudling of the mails 
in general; the better and more eflicent 
distribution of city mails; the closer observ- 
auce of regulution in the handling of regis- 
tered mail aud money order business; and 
making and rendering of accounts. Indeed 
every branch of the service will be materi- 
ally benetited. 

“Many suggestions for improved regula- 
tions will be put in effect. The public will 
observe and appreciate more fully, how- 
ever, the effect of additional laws proposed 
and presented for the action of congress. 
Among these is the reduction of fourth 
class matter to third class rate or from 1 
cent per ounce to 1 cent for two ounces. 
While this is in the interest of the public 
it is believed it will not materially reduce 
the revenues, as it will result in an increase 
of business. Another important law pro- 
posed is the issue of fractional postal notes 
of fixed denomination up to one dollar, to 
be sold at all pustotlices at face value, and 
which may be redeemed within three 
months at any oflice. This will provide a 
convenient means for remitting small sums 
in payment of subscriptions to newspapers 
or for any purpose from every office in the 
country, instead of as now restricting such 
conveniences to about one-sixth of the offli- 
ces. It will obviate the present necessity 
of sending small: coin or postage stamps in 
the mail at the risk of loss and damage, and 
to the great inconvenience of all concerned, 
and will do away with much of the labor 
and expense in the keeping and rendering 
of accounts. The whole country will at 
once feel the benefit of this law. 

“Another very important law proposed, 
is that of establishing a system of postal 
savings depositories. This law will give to 
every community the advantage of a sav- 
ings bank at their own door, however re- 
mote from business centers that will receive 
any amount, however small, and invest for 
the benefit of the depositors, subject to 
their commands at any time. No section 
will be benefited more by this than the 
south where savings banks are few and far 
apart. It will certainly encourage thrift 
and economy among the classes most defi- 
cient in those virtues. 

“Laws were proposed for the use of the 
telegraph, telephone and other modern in- 
ventions in the transmission of mails with 
the same advantages as when applied to 
other business. Also laws providing for 
the extension of the free delivery system 
to towns of 5,000 population instead of 
10,000 and for the establishment of a rural 
postal delivery and collection system, that 
will place the suburban population more 
nearly on an equality with the larger cit- 
ies. Other laws were proposed in regard to 
second-class matter, salaries of carriers, 
clerks, ete.” 

So far as Atlanta is concerned Postmas- 
ter Lewis did not return empty-handed, but 
secured additional allowances for clerk hire, 
new office furniture, additional lock boxes 
end other provisions for better service. 
Among the improvements ‘is a stamping ma- 
chine that will neatly and legibly postmark 
and cancel 30,000 letters per hour. This 
to be run by an electric motor. 

General Lewis says he feels greatly in- 
debted to the postmaster general for spe- 
cial courtesies shown him while in Wash- 
ington. 


HE SAVED TWO TRAINS, 


But Came Near Paying the Ransom with 
Hia Own Life. 

We have heroes in humble positions, and, 
if his attorneys may be believed, this brake- 
man on the railroad is a worthy example. 

Charles W. Simmons, through his attor- 
neys, Pb. L. Mynatt & Son,brings against the 
East ‘Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rau- 
road a damage suit of unusual character. 

According to the allegations in the peti 
tion, the heroic action of this young man 
was the means of preventing a collision 
aud saving the lives of a number of people. 
In doing so, he sustained serious injures, 
and for these he claims $15,000 damages. 

The story is that, one night last lk ebru- 
ary, When Simmons was serving as a 
brakeman on an East Tennessee freight 
train, the engineer ran past Miller’s sta- 
tion, where the freight was erdered to meet 
the northbound vestibule. 

The engineer did not slacken the speed 
of the freight train, and it thundered past 
the switch to meet a passenger train that 
Was coming at a speed of forty miles an 
hour. The conductor and this brakeman 
were in the rear car, and had no means of 
communication with the engineer except 
their lanterns. ‘They both waved their 
lanterns frantically, and, in a moment, both 
lights went out. What was to be done? 
There was no bell cord, and a long line of 
coal cars, covered with big, jagged lumps, 
intervened. It was a perilous task to climb 
over those cars slowly in the dark, but the 
danger was doubled in runni~- over them 
in the hurry and excitement, when a little 
delay might send a score of souls into 
eternity. f 

There was no help for it, and the con- 
ductor gave the order to the brakeman. 
“wo! Go quick!’ said he; “‘we shall hit be 
fore you reach the engine!” 

Upon this, Simmons started forward, 
making his way over the coal cars as fast 
as he could. Every second seemed a min- 
ute, aud every minute an age. He had 
gotten past several cars, when he came to 
one With large lumps of coal, and each 
big. jagged mass seemed an insuperable 
barrier. Still he pushed on desperately. It 
was a case of life and death. His foot 
slipped and he fell, striking his breast 
against one of those hard, cruel lumps.

And she knows it, and the knowledge 
makes “Dutch Annie” very disconsolate. 

She realizes the seiious trouble she is in 
and she knows of no resource by which she 
can once more become free. 

“Dutch Annie” has been a festive char- 
acter in Atlanta court circles for years and 
has won a fame for outlawry and defiance 
of justice which she seems to enjoy. ‘Time 
and again she was brought into court on 
some offense, but always her native shrewd- 
ness has devised some way of escape. 

Every time she got out. 

But this is a time when there seems to 
be little chance of immediate escape. 

She is charged with a felony punishable 
by death, which is nut bailable. She must 
at least remain in prison until she can be 
tried and acquitted or sent to the_peniten- 
tiary. 

She is quartered in an upstairs apartment 
of the Atlanta jail and has only the society 
of negro women. Two negro women who 
are accused of being her accomplices in 
burning the Thompson street house are in 
the same quarters.

She had little to say. 

A call for her from the bottom of the 
stairway elicited a feeble response and with 
slow tread she came down to the bend in 
the stairway and peered down. 

“IT don’t want to say anything for ‘the 
papers,” she said and quickly disappeared 
again.

THE GOVERNOR TALKS. 


He Still Hopes to Have Georgia Dyked Out 
at the World’s Fair. 


What about Georgia at the world’s fair? 
_ A question of considerable public concern 
just at present. 

Since the unfavorable report brought 
back from Chicago by Mr. Norrman, the 
chief architect who has in hand the mavp- 
agement of the Georgia building, it has 
been quite generally asked what are we 
Georgians going to do without a building; 
have an exhibit or let the whole thing fail 
through? 

Governor Northen, who has been at the 
head of the movement all along, was seen 
yesterday by a Constitution representa- 
tive and asked about the prospects of Geor- 
gia having a display at Chicago since Mr. 
Norrman brought such unfavorable news 
from the ‘‘Windy City.” 

“Well, I am not prepared to say yet un- 
til I can have a conference with Messrs. 
Martin Amorous and Architect Norrman 
whether we will make any further attempt 
at having a building of our own or not,” 
said the governor, “but even if we do >t, 
why 1 don’t see why that should totally cut 
off a Georgia display at the world’s fair. 

“I have written to the director genere] 
of the Columbian exposition asking if we 
may not be allowed to put displays in the 
main building in case we don’t build a Geor- 
gia house on the grounds. 

“I find that the people of the state are 
dead in earnest in their desire to have the 
state represented at the fair, and if we can 
only get some definite, organized action 
on the matter it would be but a short time 
before the state’s exhibit would be fixed 
and ready to send on to Chicago. 

“We will have a meeting soon—NMr. 
Amorous, Mr. Norrman and myself—and 
will talk about-the question of having our 
own building ere¢eted then. It is doubtful 
whether we will have ‘the building since 
we find that the only site is far removed 
from the main department of the fair.”’

The active members of the humane s0- 
ciety held a meeting in the Young Men’s 
Christian Association rooms yesterday 
afternoon.

A circular letter 
was prepared, one to be mailed to each 
minister in the city, in which they will be 
requested to deliver, sometime in the future, 
a sermon on “Humanity.” 

A committee was appointed to prepare 
an amendment to the code, to give the 
recorder enlarged power to act on the cases 
of inhumanity. 

The meeting was largely attended by the 
ladies and they offered. many valuable sug- 
gestions. Among them was this: That the 
check-reins for horses be abandoned. In 
the north and west, urged one member, it is 
considered by the best society to be an evi- 
dence of shoddyism to have a horse checked 
up, and a sure evidence of gentility to 
possess a horse of sufficient spirit to hold up 
his head. The society requested all owners 
of horses to consider this question. 


SCHOOLHOUSES ROBBED.

UNITED STATES WEATHER MAP FOR TODAY. 
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Dotted lines, or isothermal, pass througao 
points of «qual temperature. Unbroken lines, 
or 4sobars, pass through points of equal air 
pressure Tie arrows fly with the wind. The 
figures at the end of the isotherms show the 
temperature all along that line. The isobars, 
or lines of equal pressure, run round a 
‘high’ cold wave or a “low” rain area, just 
as hillside ditches run round a knoll. ‘10¢ 
isobars rise one above the other with the 
grade of the atmospheric hill, or descend 
with the grade of the atmospheric valley. 
When yon see the figure 30.01 at the end of 
a line it means that at all places where tue 
line runs the air is high enough to ce 
in weight 30.01 fnches of mercury. The 
same for 30.02, 30.03, etc. The cold comes 


with the high atmcsphere, and rain usually 
th a “‘low.”’ 

A typical cyclonic storm is seen on today's 
map, with its center at Kansas City. The 
arrows show the ‘wind circling around this 
center of low pressure. Rain has fallen on 
its northern side in Iowa, Nebraska and tne 
Dakotas. <As this storm moves eastward 
clouds and rain may be expected in the Ohio 
and Tennessee valleys.

CHICAGO, March 29.—There was little in the sf.ua- 
tion early to lead to strength, but there was a demand 
to cover shorts, and prices started in a shade above 
yesterday's close, or at 74k4c for May.

This sent the price off to 79'gc, and fora 
while held in a sluggish, uncertain condition. Two 
dispatches from Washington were made public, which 
stated that the anti-option bill was being considered in 
the committee and sundry amendments adopted which, 
if passed, would not affect a single transaction now 
authorized by the Chicago board of trade. The result 
was that a new life was infused into trade, and there 
was a guiok development of strength, May soon touch 
ing 80c. During the last hour the market became ver 
weak on receipt of lower cables and free selling drawn 
out by the advance, and May sold off near the close to 
79'4c, but reacted and closed firm at 7954@794,c. 

Corn was more active and recovered almost entirely 
from yesterday’s weakness, the result being largely 
due to the reaction in wheat.

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DOCTORS TALK.

In Which He Takes Issue Concerning 
Claims About a Lawsuit. 


Atlanta, Ga., March 20; 1892.—'lo the Ed- 
itor of The Constitution: In reference to the 
suit filed against me by my brother, 8. E, 
Morris, of Douglas county, yesterday, alleg- 
ing fraud on my part in the exchange of my 
Douglas county farm for his interest in the 
store property at the corner of FErroad and 
Hunter streets in Atlanta, I wish to make a 
Statement of the facts which cannot be dis- 
puted and which conclusively demonstrate 
thac the trade in question was perfectly fair 
and legal and free from all fraud. 

And first, the plaintiff’s petition represents 
me as having taken advantage of his igno- 
rance of the comparative values of the two 
pieces of property. 

Now as to this. ‘The plaintiff, S. EB. Mor- 
ris, is about forty-three years of age and a 
business man who was for years a successful 
merchant in Atlanta. He was brought up 
in the immediate neighborhood of the farm I 
traded him, and he had previously owned and 
sold me about one-third interest in that farm. 
And at the time of our trade, in which he 
alleges fraud, he owned another farm within 
about two and a half miles of the one I owned 
and traded him, and was conversant with 
the condition of both. As to the number of 
acres in the farm I sold him: It had be- 
longed to the estate of our futher, having been 
bought by him from one Attuway, and was al- 
ways spoken of by all of us as the Attaway 
place and as containing about four hundred 
acres of land. - 

Father bought it with that understanding, 
but before his death he and all the family 
knew that there were not that many acres in 
the place. And-in the deed from S. EK. Mor- 
ris to me and the one from me to i'm the de- 
scriptions in the old deeds were followed, as 
to the acreage. 

And when my deed to him was being drawn 
by W. T. Roberts, of Douglasville, this ques- 
tion of the quantity of lanu was raised, and 
Mr, Roberts took down from the old deeds 
and added up in presence of both 8S. b. Mor 
ris and myself the number of acres shown 
by the old deeds. And, as already stated, 
I. Morris kuew the place from his 
early childhood; knew where it was and wha‘ 
it was; knew the number of acres stated in 
the deeds, and knew in every way just what 
he was getting in exchange for. his Atlanta 
interests. Indeed, he had himself preposed 
this very trade more than two years before, 
and had kept the proposition open until I 
finally acce ted it. «and before making that 
proposition he had offered me his interest not 
only in that property, but in other city prop- 
erty with it for this same farn, which I 
was then unwilling to let go on the terms 
proposed. 

It is also true that some weeks after our 
trade was made, S. E. Morris expressed him- 
self well satisfied with the trade, saying he 
“would not, take $1,000 for his bargain.”

The lots on the corner of Broad and 
Hunter streets, and ou the corner of Walker 
and Fair streets were what remained unsold 
of the estate of my fa.ler. The rents of the 
store property en Broaa and Hunter streets 
were $000 per annum. Out of this had to 
be paid the expenses for taxes amounting to 
£27( per annum; for repairs about $50 per 
annun, and an annuity of S300 to my.@nother, 
leaving only about two hundred and eighty 
dollars per annum, to te divided between the 
owners of the properiy. Of this balance 8. 
k.. Morris was entitled to four-fifteenths, that 
being his interest in the property—being 
something hke seventy-five dollars a year 
going to him, or less than the interest on 
$1,000 at S per cert The other lot on 
Walker and Fair streets was mother’s for life 
and so paid none of us anything. 

S. E. Morris was. living at Douglasville, 
when this trade was made and had ,.been for 
three or four years. It will be noticed that 
.aiS Was broad. street property. Before our 
trade the Seltzer property had been sold for 
$1,300 per front foot. the auctioneer, Dr, 
Wilson, who was as well postedt as anybody, 
only expecting to get Fov0 dollars per front 
foot. and the fact of this sale had been pub- 
lished far and wide, so that S. E. Morris 
was obliged to know it. 

S. E. Morris was frequently in Atlanta, and 
knew also that the propertv on the opposite 
corner of Broad anc Hunter streets had 
been bought by J. M. High as part of the 
site of his splendid uew store, and the fine 
prices that property hac sold for, and wit 
reference to fixing the value of our lot by 
the price the other Liought, he had taken 
the pains to measure the Broad and Hunter 
lot, and after doing so renewed his

This statement is wholly unfounded. 

My trade with S. Kk. Morris was made the 
first week in September, 1890, and the sale 
of my inter’st in jhe property to Mr. Ryan 
was made about tke last of November, 180, 
nearly three months after the exchange of 
properties between 5S. BE. Morris and myseli. 

Up to that time the best price paid for 
property on Broad street near this was that 
paid Hoke Smith by High, viz.: $50,000 Tor 
this eorner property, bxving nearly twice 
the frontage of our lot. This was probably 
in June or July, i890 ard, as already point- 
ed out. was known to 8. & Morris ana my- 
self, both of us considering it a good price 
for the property. 

Arother fact which ought to be mentioned 
is this: We both knew that Atlanta central 
picperty was advancing; we both knew also 
that a railroad to be known as the Atlanta 
and Selma Wis projected and Ws expected 
to ru: in the immediate neighborhood of the 
farm I traded to S. E. Morris, preliminary 
surveys having already been made. : 

This. of course, if built, would have added 
very largely to the value of the farm, = And 
this was one of the elements of value consid- 
ered and spoken of by both of us, as were 
also the advancing values in Atlanta central 
property. i 

It ought to be stated also that the farm was 
actyally worth at the time of our trade more 
thai six thousand dollars. 

My father, C. C. Morris, who was well- 
kpewh as a careful trader and a fine judge of 
renl estate, paid Attaway $7,000 for the place 
in IST, al ten estimated it as being worth 
$8,000 or upward. rut the controlling reason 
for the trade between 8. E. Ls 
was one of those indicated in his petition, to 
Wii: 
erty was more desirable for and valuable to 
im than to me, 

7 regret that this kind of matter must be 
inflicted upou an unoffending public, but it 
is through no fault of wine. All of the adult 
heirs of my father have traded freely with 
each other in the lands coming from his es- 
tate Ss. E. Morris Has been interested in 
and also in the purchase of che interests of 
the purchase of the interests of tI. N. Morris, 
the DeFoors and myself in some of the conn- 
try lands, and the sale to me of some of his 
othe: interests, as already stated. Every one 
of them is quite as capable of taking care of 
himself in a trade as the average business 
mab. and it must be surprising to everybody 
to learn of the filing of such a suit as this by 
©“ KE Morris, in view of all the facts stated. 

And I may remark in closing that [ was 
thicatened with this suit several weeks ago 
bv my brother, and still later by his attorney, 
Mr. Jordan, unless I would pay them money. 
This I did not owe, and, therefore, would not 
pay, and I bave no fears of the result of a 
tria! of the case before an impartial jury.
